Truce negotiations were renewed 


at Shanghai today Taut- it appeared 
that the terms, offered by. the Japa- 
nese were much the same as those 
of ultimatum recently rejected, and 
the Chinese were inclined to 
look 


upon them with disfavor. 


Even while the peace parleys were 


going on the guns -were roaring: in 
the Chapei sector and the Japanese 
were consolidating their lines In the 


1 vicinity of r Kiangwan which they 


captured on Sunday after a long- and 
bitter campaign. 


• Outside the sphere of action atten- 


tion was focused lipon reports from 
Vladivstock that 100,000 Soviet Rus- 
sian soldiers had been concentrated 
near the northern Manchuriah bor- 
de and that the fortifications 
at 


Vladivostock had been strengthened 
by heavy guns. 


In Tokio the war office had they 


been aware of this mobilizations for 
some time'but that it caused no con> 
cern inasmuch as it was probably a 
result of unfounded Russian appre- 
hension regarding Japan's 
inten- 


tions in northern Manchuria.

this afternoon. The neutral parties 
to the discussions were inclined to' 
be more hopeful than atvany time 
since they came here.

by the action of the Japanese con-

Canada, Argentine,

South Africa has materially increas- 
ed. 


Some 30,000,000 acres of crop land, 


formerly used for growing forage 
for livestock have been released by 
the tractor for producing crops for 
human consumption. 


Improved varieties and 
strains 


have increased the yield from acre- 
age. 


Disease and insect control also 


have raised the yield. 


Improvement in livestock feeding 


has meant more returns from the 
same amount of food. 


Displacement of manual labor by 


machinery has lowered appetites and 
food consumption. 


Pointing out that 18,000,000 acres 


in the three lake states are tax de- 
linquent and that in all 330,000,000 
acres of former timber land are now 
idle. President Frank said: "A new 
public domain is in the making. All 
around us land is passing from pri-

from 30,400 at the end of 1928 to 27,.

possible prison congestion. 
These 


gains in effectiveness have been the 
result mainly of improvement In 
personnel, oC administrative effort 
and reorcrani2ation. and not oC re-

Bankrutpcy 


The federal government is charg- 


ed under the constitution with the 
responsibility of providing the coun- 
try with an adequate system for the 
administration of bankrupt estates. 


The importance of such a system 


to the business life of the communi- 
ty is apparent. The number of cas- 
es in bankrutcy has steadily increas- 
ed from 23,000 in the fiscal year 
3921 to 53,000 in 1928 and to 65,000 
m 1931. The liabilities Involved have 
increased from ?171,000,000 in 1921 to 
8830,000,000 in 1928 and to $1,008,- 
000,00 in 1931, and the losses to 
creditors have increased from $144,- 
000,000 in 1921 to ?740,000,000 in 1928 
and to .?911,000,000 in 1331. 


The increases are therefore ob- 


viously not due to the economic sit- 
uation, but to deeper causes. 


A sound bankruptcy system should 


operate— 


First, to relieve honest but un- 


fortunate debtors of an overwhelm- 
ing burden of debt; 


Second, to effect a prompt and 


economical liquidation and distribu- 
tion of insolvent estates; and 


Third, to discourage fraud and 


needless waste of assets by with- 
holding relief from debtors in proper 
cases. 


For some time the prevailing opin- 


ion has been that our present bank- 
ruptcy act has failed in its purpose 
and needs thorough revision. Dur- 
ing the past year the department of 
justice, with my approval, has con- 
ducted an investigation into the ad- 
ministration of bankrupt estates in 
the federal courts. 


Varying Conditions 


Nation-wide in its scope, the. In- 


quiry has involved intensive study of 
the practical operation of the bank- 
rutcy act under -varying local con- 
dition."? throughout the United Stat- 
es. Court records and special re- 
ports of referees have been analyzed. 
Organizations of business men and 
lawyers have assisted in gathering 
information not available through of- 
ficial channels. Judges, prosecuting 
officers, referees, merchants, bank- 
ers, and others have made available 
their experience. 


Data gathered by the department 


of commerce relating to causes of 
failure and the effect of bad debts 
upon business has been studied. The 
history of bankrutcy legislation, and 
administration in this country, and 
in Great Britain, Canada and other 
countries, has been reviewed. 


The inquiry has now been com- 


pleted. Its result is embodied in a 
report which is transmitted herewith 
for the 
consideration of the con- 


gress, 
detail, 


Thorough and exhaustive In 
it presents the information 


necessary to enable the congress to 
determine the faults in the present 
law and to devise their cure. 


The present bankruptcy act Is de- 


fective in that it holds out every in- 
ducement for waste of assets long 
after businots failure has become In- 
evitable. It permits exploitation of 
its own process 
and wasteful'ad- 


ministration by those who are neith- 
er truly representative of the credi- 
tor nor the bankrupt. 


Except in rare cases it results in 


the grant of a full discharge of all 
debts without sufficient inquiry as 
to the conduct of the bankrupt or of 
I he causes of failure. It discharges 
from their dcbtg large numbers of 
persons who mi^ht liave paid with- 
out hardship had the law discrimi- 
nated between those o\ em helmed by 
misfortune and those needing only 
temporary relief and the opportunity 
to deal fairly with the creditors. 


Remedial Processes

Conclusions 


Reform in judicial procedure is. 


for many reasons, a slow process. It 
is not to be brought about by any 
single measure. 
It can be accom- 


plished by dealing with the subject 
step by step, the sum of which, in 
the course of time, will result in defi- 
nite Improvement. 


Taken together, the proposals have 


outlined offer an opportunity 
for 


substantial improvement in the ad- 
ministration of justice. 
They tend 


to decrease the burden on the pub- 
lic treasury and upon litigants. None 
of them requires consequential

crease In expenditures. They would 
reduce crime. 


In concluding, may I not say that

the secretary of the interior to ar- 
range with the state for the educa- 
tion, medical attention, and relief of 
distress of- Indians recently passed

of which Representative Hubert H. 
Peavey of Washburn is a member, 


. is aimed at solving 
some of the 


" problems faced by 
"Wisconsin in 


dealing: with its Indians. 


In favorably reporting 
the bill, 


ivhich was introduced by Senator 
Haram Johnson of California, the 
Senate committee on Indian Affairs 
explained the purpose of the mea- 
sure as follows: 


Make Arrangements 


"This bill is intended to make it 


possible that the department of the 
interior should arrange for the han- 
dling of certai i Indian problems in 
the states in which the. Indian tri- 
bal life is largely broken up and 
in which the Indians are to a con- 
siderable extent mixed with the gen- 
eral population. 


"In such states Indian health for 


example, becomes a problem so in- 
termixed with that of the general 
health of the community that it is 
difficult to separate the two," the 
report states. 


"The maintenance 
of a 
state 


health agency and a separate health 
agency for Indians under these cir- 
cumstances is found to be uneco- 
nomical and contrary to 
efficient 


administration. 


"This bill would make it possible 


for state health agencies to take 
charge of Indian, health, and for 
the federal government to bear the 
added expense. 


A similar situation with regard 


to education of Indiana 
exists in 


some states and warrants the trans- 
ferring to the states the function of 
educating Indians in public schools 
instead of separate Indian schools, 
according to the committee report. 
The Indian service has already es- 
tablished ,a precedent of arranging 
with many 
local 
communities to 


take the Indians into the 
public 


schools but it has lacked the auth- 
ority to transfer such functions on 
the* broader basis of state lines, the 
report said, adding that the Indian 
service was convinced that the In- 


' dian child makes more progress in 
school with white children than seg- 
gregated In an Idian school.

of these scattered tribes, Wisconsin 
stands to benefit from any measure 
aimed to increase government co- 
operation In state efforts to aid these 
people. It has long been the feel- 
Ing of many \visconsin communities 
that they have had to bear more 
than their share of a responsibility 
which should be shouldered by Un- 
cle Sam. 


The proposed bill does not make 


the proposed transfer of any of the 
responsibilities for welfare of the 
Indian mandatory on the 
Interior 


Department, however. As the Sen- 
ate committee report explains, "It 
merely makes it possible that the 
transfers may be made when, In 
the judgment of the Secretary of the 
Interior, they seem advisable. 


"Contracts for these services may 


be made with the states at will of 
the secretary when he finds all con- 
ditions favorable for making them," 
the report continues. 


"The contracts will be regarded as 


experimental and may be canceled at 
the expiration of certain short terms. 
Where the state takes over these 
details of Indian administration, the 
federal government In each case will 
contribute to the expenses Incurred 
out of money appropriated for Indi- 
an administration."

In all discussions of war debts there 


continually appears one word the use 
of which should be abandoned in the 
interest of international good-will and 
understanding and the furtherance of 
common honesty. It is the word "can- 
cellation." Among Europeans it rolls 
off the tongue with all the fluency of 
an old-time quack doctor selling his 
nostrums as cure-alls for what have 
you. 
The word is used by debtors to 


express a happy thought in obtaining 
relief from burdensome debts but as a 
description of the thing advocated it 
comes as close to the mark as would 
a.boomerang hurled at the moon. 


A reputable English 
manufacturer 


on a recent visit to this country ex- 
pressed the.usual European platitude 
that a solution of many world difficul- 
ties would result from a. "cancellation 
of all war debts." It was a suggestion 
fortified no doubt by a long introspec- 
tion of hi$ own troubles, yet when asked 
by an American friend if he proposed 
that the latter should assume and pay 
his personal obligations, the brutal 
frankness of the question made it plain 
why "cancellation" of debts is a mis- 
nomer. 


Recently the Chicago Tribune advo- 


cated the disuse of this term in all dis- 
cussions of debt readjustments. It 
suggests that the transference of debts 
from the European to the American 
taxpayer, as would result from cancel- 
lation, should more properly be de- 
scribed as an "American assumption" 
of these obligations. 


A large share of the war debts have 


been "cancelled" by the United States. 
As a matter of common honesty let 
the transactions be described in proper 
English. 


Of all proposals concerning debts, 


one thing is certain. They cannot be 
cancelled. If, by the use of correct En- 
glish, the European debtor can be re- 
minded of the true function of the 
American taxpayer in all economic and 
sentimental discussions of war debts, 
then perhaps we may not be quite so 
introversive on the subject. 


By all means, let it be "American 


assumption" of debts rather than "can- 
cellation." By so expressing- it the Eu- 
ropean's tongue may be confuted by 
his conscience. 


To speak of mere cancellation is to 


envisage a wet sponge wiping a slate 
clean, whereas the actual operation of 
the idea means that this country, and 
therefore the American people, every- 
one of them, must foot a wholly dispro- 
portionate share of the burden, and 
one that does not belong to them. 


The European toys with the plan 


with all the innocent fatality and 
thoughtlessness that often mark the 
attitude of our own people when they 
blindly load burdens upon the govern- 
ment as though it could, without hurt- 
ing them, pay everything by finding 
the money on the doorstep. 


A WELCOME LOSS 


A little over a year ago a young Phil- 


adelphia stock broker bet some friends 
$2000 that within 12 months he could 
dine with President Hoover, play golf 
with John D. Rockefeller, either golf 
or motor with the Prince of AVales and 
play golf with Bobby Jones. 


His year has expired, and according 


to current newspaper 
dispatches he 


succeeded in only the first 01 these 
four jobs—and that only by dint of 
scraping up an invitation to a banquet 
at which President Hoover was a 
guest. 
Unless he has concealed his 


triumph, then, he is out $2,000. 


One hestitates to rejoice at another 


man's loss, of course; but it is hard to 
keep from being glad that the young 
man lost out. The unmitigated gall 
which would be necessary to induce a 
man even to try to win that kind of a 
bet is a dismal thing to think about. 
Making a public pest out of one's self 
is hardly the best way to win public 
approval. 


WATCH OUT 


In times when wages are high and 


business is good the country is often 
flooded with schemes to get the money 
of the people. 


These schemes range all the way 


from open fraud in the sale of false 
or worthless securities, through tricky 
deals and up to the point of socalled 
cleverness where the operators, intent 
upon staying within the letter of the 
law, are nevertheless just as intent on 
getting the people's money, and giving 
them something that isn't worth what 
they get for it. 


There are indications that many of 


these schemers are openly at work in 
the land today, most of them riding 
high on the assertion that now, because 
of bargains on the counter, is the time 
to buy stocks, bonds and real estate. 


It may be a good time to buy. We 


venture no opinion in that regard. We 
do not know. 


But this much is certain that any 


person in funds and who invests them 
wants to be mighty careful of what he 
buys, should become acquainted too 
with the credentials of those from 
whom he buys, should look up care- 
fully the record of the company that 
has issued the stocks or bonds or the 
history of the real estate offered. 


We have laws in Wisconsin enacted 


for the purpose of preventing swindles 
or overreaching in these matters. Se- 
curities cannot be sold in Wisconsin 
without authority, and a person cannot 
sell them without a license. That ap- 
plies to real estate too. 


Anyone who waits until after the 


sale to make his thorough examination 
into what he buys and the authority of 
those who sell it, is merely inviting a 


. loss. 


The difference between the man in 


comfort and the one who is despoiled 
of his savings may be often found in 
just a little investigation. 


AVOIDING THE DOLE 


The present hardly seems a good 


time to get worried about the chance 
that continued mechanization of indus- 
try will give workers more leisure time 
than they know how to use. But de- 
pressions do not last forever, and soon- 
er or later, when all the wheels are 
turning again, we shall have to face the 
implications of the fact that the world's 
work can be done now in a lot less 
time than used to be the case. 


William John Cooper, United States 


commissioner of education, pointed out 
the other day that we are still going to 
have an unemployment problem on our 
hands even when prosperity has re- 
turned; and he remarked, very perti- 
nently ; 


"Many factories will not employ a 


man past 45. Shelving the aged means 
an old-age pension system. Periodic 
unemployment means unemployment 
insurance, or doles, or something 
worse." 


All of Avhich, of course, simply means 


that if we are going to go on in the 
future as we have in the past, we must 
accept the unpleasant fact that the men 
for whom industry has no room must 
be taken care of somehow. 


A year ago the word "dole," was a 


word at which all good men shuddered. 
A few days ago a bill providing for a 
direct federal dole came within a mere 
handful of votes of passing the U. S. 
Senate. The word is not as frighten- 
ing as it was; in another year it will 
be even less so. Gradually and pain- 
fully, we are learning something. 


Now all of the things that have been 


said against the dole ai~e quite true. En- 
gland provides thousands of living ex- 
amples of the way in which the dole 
can sap manhood of its self-reliance 
and energy. But there is only one 
way of avoiding the dole—to rearrange 
industry so that there will always be 
work for an honest, capable and relia- 
ble workman. 


Present conditions, to be sure, are 


abnormal. But when normal times re- 
turn we shall have to keep that fact in 
mind. Unemployment, in other words, 
represents our greatest problem—a 
problem that is with us in good times 
as well as in bad times.

PUBLIC HEALTH IS 


NOBODY'S BUSINESS 


Up to the first of November there 


had been 16 deaths from 
carbon 


monoxide gassing from pipeless gas 
stoves in 1931 In one of the largest 
cities, and according to a report of 
the city's health 
department 104 


deaths from the same cause in the 
last six years. For more than 20 
years the health authorities in this 
nameless, and we might say shame- 
less city have been trying to put an 
end to this hideous sacrifice of life 
by the enactment of an ordinance 
prohibiting the sale and use of such 
pipeless gas heating appliances. But 
their efforts have treen unavailing 
and will probably continue to be set 
at nought, because politics rules the 
people and business rules politics, 
and the manufacturers 
and 
sales 


agents of these deadly appliances do 
not intend to let a little matter of 
a score of human lives Interfere 
with the sales of these stoves. 


Persons selling- or installing such 


appliances sometimes assure the be- 
fuddled customer that by reason of 
some gadget or special type of burn- 
er the heater gives off no harmful 
fumes. They patronizingly concede 
of course, a stovepipe may be used 
if the customer wants to have the 
unsightliness and the additional ex- 
pense of such connection with the 
chimney or flue but that it is un- 
necessary except in the Imagination 
of a fe-v nuts or cranks in the 
health department, "Why, they de- 
clare, thev have used just such a 
stove in their own home for many 
yeats and never a pipe on it, and 
here they are still alive and well 
as ever. That sort of argument is 
sufficient for the large moronic pop- 
ulation, be it a matter of gas stoves, 
mineral water, cigai-ets, or a positive 
or negative debate on climate, wea- 
ther or air. 


Thousands of holuseholds have gas 


cooking appliances which have in- 
adequate flue or stovepipe connec- 
tions if any, yet only a minority of 
such households find that there is 
any ill effect on health and fatal 
carbon 
monoxide poisoning 
in 
a 


kitchen is a rare occurrence, except 
in suicidal cases. Nevertheless I 
have always believed that much of 
the ill health of housewives towards 
the end of winter and the coming of 
spring, the "run down" condition, 
"tired feeling," anemia, 
headache 


and other vague 
impairments so 


common among women who spend 
much time in the kitchen, is due to 
mild chronic carbon monoxide gas- 
sing-. This is merely my 
opinion, 


based on suffclent 
experience 
In 


practice, not 
on any 
theoretical 


fancy. 


Fortunately, natural or unconsld- 


ered venti'ation thru open doors or 
windows or the cracks about such 
openings, Is sufficient to carry off 
much of the carbon monoxide from 
tho average kitchen. 


In a small bathroom, or a bed- 


room, natural centilation s less like- 
ly to be a factor of safety for the 
ignorant or heedless person who ven- 
tures to remain in such a closed 
room with a 
pipeless gas 
stove 


burning. Most of the grave or fatal 
asphyxiations occur in bedrooms or 
bathroom i. 


It isn't the escape of the gas from 


the pipe or fittings so much as It Is 
the production of carbon monoxide 
by ncomplete or faulty combustion. 
Carbon monoxide is present In nat- 
ural and artificial gas, but usually 
such fuel has a marked odor; the 
dangerous carbon monoxide of faulty 
combustion is odorless and gives no 
warning.

Answer—Only the physician in at- 


tendance can decide how to manago 
th* treatment. You do not mention 
what form of treatment has been 
used for the fracture. From my own 
limited experience I believe a mod- 
Illcation of Hodgen's suspension Is 
far superior to tho usual methods 
of extension in the trentment of all 
fracture*, of the thigh bone, whe- 
ther oi -ih.ift or neck, and particu- 
larly for elderly patients. Further I 
think the- oplv reason why the pro- 
fession does not -ise the Hodsen sus- 


pension principle as routine treat- 
ment for such cases is because the 
rank and file of the profession falls 
to grasp the principles 
Involved, 


and perhaps imposes too much con- 
fidence in the traditional but really 
crude extension: methods common- 
ly employed.

of "Wisconsin's forest lands to pro-

step in subsidizing th© forest coun- 
ties and the private land owners to 
procure the development of forests 
under the forest crop law, the speak 
QI-S pointed out. 


Governor LaFollette warned that 


if this state aid is looked upon mere- 
ly as a means of securing additional 
/income for local governments, which 
•receive ten cents an acre for tax 
idelinquent lands entered under the 
forest crop law, the state -will be- 
come hopelessly involved in a strug- 
gle between the forest counties de- 
manding a larger share of assistance 
and other counties demanding a re^ 
duction or abolition of the subsidy. 


"But if We relate all such aid to a

Guard Child 
As Well As 
Your Plants 


BY ANGELO PATBI 


I never see the gardener going 


about .his work without thinking of 
the mothers and teachers who have 
to deal with the children. 
Their 


work an* their attitudes are very 
much alike. 
Both 
are 
handling 


potential life. Both are working for 
the future. Both find their greatest 
joy In the hope of success. Both are 
happy to see their charges grow 
up and go their way rejoicing. 


But the gardener has a great ad 


vantage 
over 
the 
mother. 
His 


charges stay where they are put. 
Her's go adventuring. The gardener 
knows when once he has supplied 
his charges with all they need he 
can let them be, to go the rest of 
their way alone. 
He prepares his 


seed beds with great car*. He sifts 
and sorts and mixes the earth. He 
warms it and anxiously watches the 
thermometer to see that it Is just 
right for the seeds about to be plac- 
ed in it. He tests for the moisture, 
he guards against disease. All that 
he can do to set the stage for suc- 
cess he does. 


Once his seeds 
are planted 
he 


keeps his eye on 
the seed beds. 


When the first little green backs 
the humped through the soil ha Is 
alert and eager. He guards them 
against drought and wet and cold 
and sun. Too much of anything will 
mean failure. Too little of anything 
will bring the same sad end. Patient-

What do you think 
of the Job? Pretty good, isn't it?" 


Once I saw our gardener angry. 


Just once. 
Gardeners seldom get 


angry. Living so close to creation 
and Its mysteries makes them ten- 
der and gentle and kind. But this 
day the gardener 
was fired 
to 


wrath. He had a tray of seedling 
petunias from which he had trans- 
planted the strong ones, the spind- 
ling ones he left for a while in their 
early bed. An assistant threw them 
Into the heap. "Who did that? Who 
dared throw those seedling out? 
Don't you know that often the very 
choicest plants are among 
those 


spindling petunias? Put them back, 
every one and never throw out a 
seedling. Never." 


Of course. No seeding Is to be 


thrown out. Each of them Is to 
have his chance. Who knows what 
is In It? Children and seedling alike 
need food, shelter, loving care. They 
must not be pulled up every now 
and then to see how they are grow- 
ing. Wait until the growth shows 
and then make the next move. 


A little disbudding now and then 


a little pruning, a judicious sunning 
or a careful shading-, a better situa- 
tion for sun and moisture, a helpful 
companion or two, these help chil- 
dren and flowers. Somehow to me 
they always seem to go together.

By request, 
still holding her very white little 
baby, she reminisced about her old 
home town—a mining camp In the 
Kentucky hills. 


She offered convincing proof that 


life in America, 
except 
in 
such 


places as the Kentucky camps, la by 
comparison a really happy, lovely 
thing, after all. 


"What the miners get -now is 25 


cents a ton for the coal they mine 
and they can bring out two or three 
tons a day," said Mrs. Baldwin. 


"They only get two or three days' 


work a week. Before "the -wage cut 
antf the strike my husband got $4 
or $5 a week in scrip, but I had four 
children. They don't have a check- 
weighman like union miners and 
the miners know they get cheated 
in the weight. 


Deductions 


"The deductions from the pay are 


$2 a month for company doctor, $1 
for hospital fund, 50 cents for tool 
sharpening, -?18 a year for rent, 50 
cents for burial fund, so much for 
church and coal and other things 
like that. 


"You 
get paid in scrip which is 


no good except at company stores, 
which cheat the miners and some- 
times charge them twice as much 
for flour and food as they charge 
outside. If you want a two-cent 
stamp to mail a letter you have to 
pay five cents in scrip for it. 


"The miners eat corn bread and 


beans and that's about all anybody 
gets. The children never know what 
it is to get milk or nourishing food 
to eat. Lots of miners don't know 
what food is good for their children, 
anyway, but they know what milk is. 


No Clothing 


"Half the children don't got to 


school because they don't have shoes 
ind clothes. They can't buy books, 
but they usually borrow them, from 
the children from the town. They 
used to try to get school lunches, 
jut the coal operators stopped that. 


"A miner's child hasn't got no 


chance whatever and by the time 
10 is 14 or 15 he is in the mines. I 
married my husband when I was 
10. 


"The 
mining camps have from 50 


to -00 people in them, usually along 
•-,-ulleys. 
The houses ain't 
like a 


house—more like little barns. When 
.\ou sweep the dust it all goes be- 


tho boards. You paste, news- 
on the wall to keep the wind
